This is an office action for application no. 10/721593 in response to the RCE filed 
on September 22, 2005 where in claims 24-50 are presented for examination. 

Double Patenting 

Applicant is advised that should claim 39 be found allowable, claim 50 will be 
objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both 
cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing 
one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. 
See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

It is 
suggested by the examiner to include the feature stated in the specification where in 
there are n image manipulating devices and replace the "substantially equal" with 1/nth 
of an entire calculation (Specification: Page 6 Lines 15-20). 
[claims 25-33, 35-41, 45, 46, 48, and 49] 
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The claims are dependent upon rejected independent claims 24, 34, 44 and 47.
